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DEMOCRACY 

AND MONOPOLY. 

\ Man is not a creator ; he is an ex- 
* chancer, a converter. He on<ri- 
a nates nothing; he simply changes 
\. the form of things. He can create 
neither air, nor land, nor water, nor 
anything that is contained within 
them. He can, however, change 
the form and utility of matter by 
^million devices and contrivances 
tt of his hand and brain. He can 
convert the trees of the forest and 
j^the minerals of the earth into such 
" jVms as to make them serve un 
countable uses for himself and fel- 
lows. Out of water he can draw 
forth steam power and out of the 
air electricity; quarries he can 
convert into stately palaces, im- 
mense bridges, great cities; the 
wool of the sheep he can convert 
into the clothing of his kind, and 
by the application of his labor to 
the soil he can supply the food of 
J- entire community. In short, 
he can give value to, or put to 
profitable use, through conversion 
or exchange, almost every conceiv 
able element of matter which he 
can get within his grasp. 

But it is only through conver- 
sion or exchange that he can do 
these things. Alone and singly 
men can do but little. By working 
in unison with his ietlows, man ac- 
complishes almost superhuman 
tasks; alone, unaided, he accom- 
plishes little or nothing. The best 
that man alone and unaided can do 
is to keep himself alive. 

In modern civilization, however, 
all are aided, to a degree, directly 
or ^directly. It is only in the 
savage state that man must depend 
Entirely upon himself. Then he 
must feed and clothe and house 
himself directly, and, unlike the 
more civilized being, he cannot buy 
his bread ready baked, nor bit 
ni^at prepared for use Ha can ac 
cumulate nothing and he can ex- 
change nothing. The modern be 
ing, through a system of co-opera- 
tion with his fellows, can ex- 
change hie labor (or the rusult of 
bis labor) for the result of other 
labor; but the savage or prim- 
itive man must consume the result 
of hiB labor, there being no system 
whereby he can exchange it for 
t^her labor. Neither can he store 
it up. And even if ho could "store 
it up" it would be of no use to him; 
for the results of his labor, beyond 
an amount sufficient to provide for 
the necessities of his own cxis- 
. ten^e,' would, of course, be of no 
profit or value in a condition of so- 
ciety where there was no system of 
exchange or co-operation. 

Thus, simply stated, we find 
that "society"' itself is merely a 
process of conversion or exchange. 
Civilization is the logical outcome 

Pot pollective industry ; the develop- 
ment of the inherent power and 
tendency in man to gratify his de- 
sires(both small and great) through 
cooperation and exchange, with 
the least possible exertion. 

At the basis of man's industry is 
ambition or desire. He inherently 
has ambitions and desires which 
^distinguish him from every other 
^f'orin of being in the animal world. 
Hence, he is a moving, progressive 
animal. But, constituted as he is, 
he could be neither moving nor 
progressive, in any large sense, 
were it not for the fact that he in- 
stinctively seeks to gratify his 
wishes or ambitions with the leant 
possible labor or effort on his own 
part. It is this characteristic in 
man which makes for progress. 
He taxes his resources to accom- 
plish his purposes swiftly, cheaply, 
simply. This is at least the tend- 
ency, and the degree In which he 
does it (in a free state of society) 
is measured by the intelligence 
y/he possesses. Early in the life of 



the race, he discovered that collcc- 
ively he could accomplish n 
than singly, and thus society was 
formed. He became a social being 
because he could not progress 

.«y other way 

But man is individual, as well as 
social. Ia but few stages of life 
have all his faculties been normally 
developed. In all history we find 
man more enlightened and further 
developed in some respects that 
others. For instance, in primi 
times he learned the lesson of Bay- 
ing and exchanging labor through 
cooperation with his fellows; but 
social life expanded and became 
re complex, some men began to 
ploy shorter and apparently sim- 
pler methods of achieving their ends. 
For example, many quickly lost 
sight of the principle of justice, 
and found that through the use of 
superior brute strength and force 
they could frequently accomplish 
their purposes more swiftly and 
advantageously than by the more 
peaceful methods of cooperation 
and exchange. 

Thus, as the world grew, strength 
rather than Justice, might rather 
than right, became one of the guid- 
ing stars of men. And hence, one 
of the inherent characteristics in 
which normally makes for pro- 
gress (self-interest) became the 
cause of much suffering and injus- 
in the woria. 1'he dssire for 
selfish gratification grew so strong, 
the other and higher attri- 
butes, justice, the true balance 
wheel, as it were, of progress, was 
largely overshadowed or forgotten. 
To this fact, that men have in the 
past lost sight of or forgotten jus- 
and have concentrated their 
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rly all the darkness and trouble 
and misery that has ever appeared 
in this world. All the wars, un- 
just and despotic governments, op- 
pressive and unequal laws, relig-

the embodiment of liberty and jus- 
tice. In its greatest purity it 
means simply "equal rights to all; 
special privileges to none." A de- 
mocracy is a state of society, there- 
fore, where men actually Imve 
guaranteed to them both equalit3 
and freedom. Equality in the sense 
that the social and political rights 
are equal before the law ; freedom 
in the sense that none arc fettered 
or limited in their social life for 
the benefit of others. U nless these 
conditions exist, then real democ- 
racy, is not present. 

As I said before, man inherently 
seeks to gratify his desires with the 
least exertion, and he does this 
quite naturally by taking advant- 
age of those conditions which in- 
volve the least resistance. In a 
free state of society, such as is 
found in a truly democratic realm, 
where every man's opportunity is 
primarily equal, competition serves 
to retain equality between the pro- 
duction and the consumption of 
wealth, and also to greatly further 
the general development of pro- 
gress. We find, however, in our 
own country, and in fact in all civ- 
ilized lands, that in the develop- 
ment of modern industry a point is 
quickly reached where competition 
itself becomes so keen that disaster 
fallows; and then a new factor, 
combination, sets in, and elimi- 
nates competition. 

Now why is it that, competition 
grows so keen in modern time that 
it ends in disaBter? Why is it that 
"overproduction" ensues, with pov- 
erty and depression in its train, if 
(as is always true) there 
are thousands upon thousands of 

change their labor for their needs 
or their wishes? Why is it that 
so many men are trying with their 
hands and head to exchange their 
labor for its equivalent and vet are 
unable to do so? Surely it would 
seem illogical that there should be 
such a thing as "over-production" 
as long as there are men standing 
idle and waiting for a chance to 
give their wealth (that is, their la- 
bor), in exchange for the products 
of others. Why should consump- 
tion ever fall behind production in 
a condition of society where prob- 
ably 70 percent, of the community 
are living from hand to mouth and 
are never able to store up their la- 
bor or accumulate wealth in 
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of their time, and for the enlight- 
enment or betterment of mankind. 
All down the pages of history we 
find leaders of liberty, who, in their 
own time, were reviled and con- 
demned by the established order as 
traitors, rebels or fanatics. Such 
men were Savanarola, Columbus, 
Luther, Cromwell, Jefferson. It

an equitable state of society he 
has a free field to exchange his 
labor for its full equivalent in the 
products of other labor, and the 
equilibrium of society is maintain- 
ed through the competion of both 
the Belling and the purchasing of 
labor. Under such conditions 
there could be neither reason nor 
excuse for scarcity of labor or the 
''(HUB -production" of the results of 
labor; for production and con- 
sumption tend to balance each 
other.

ancient savage discovered that he 
poseessed the strength and power 
to control, through threat or intim 
idation, the life and labor of his 
weaker neighbor, then monopoly 
~-~ borr. , mi l> ;,„„ n,.u i laheu from 
that day to this. All through the 
centuries we may trace the spirit 
>f monopoly in one form or another. 
Ve see it the underlying motive 
nd principle in nearly all the wars 
>f ancient or modern times: the 
annals of both dead and living em- 
pires display it on every hand, 
in our own time and in our 
own land it is as fully alive as at 
any other time or in any other 
land. 

The enemy of labor is not capi- 
tal. There is no conflict between 
capital and labor, and essentially 
never can be. Labor's enemy and 
capital's enemy, in the last analy- 
sis, is this monopoly of which we 
speak. Labor, unrestricted, un- 
hindered, leads unerringly and 
directly to democracy, and is itself 
theevidepceof democracy. When- 
ever you find labor free, in its 
broadest sense, there only will you 
find true democracy. Where labor 
is not free, there will you find mo- 
nopoly. 

The conflict, then, is not be- 
tween labor and capital, but be- 
tween free labor (or democracy) 

not merely the foe to one class, 
but to all classes (except the class 
of monopolists) ; it is not merely 
the foe to the poor, as such, 
also to the well-to-do. It is not 
only the foe to manual labor,

:iuented by church members and 
the so-called good citizens, not a 
few? The preacher is not alone 
in his statement in any of these 
assertions.

The Roosevelt-Hama Negro Vote 
Hunt. 

President Roosevelt's monopoly 
as a player to the colored gallery 
has been destroyed. Senator Han 
na has bounded onto the stage and 
demanded his share of Afro Ameri- 
can attention and applause. It is 
fully understood by the white pop- 
ulation of the country that either 
gentleman is willing to make any 
sacrifice of dignity in return foi 
Southern delegates to the next Na- 
tional Republican Convention. 

The contest between the two foi 
the favor of their fellow citizens ol 

pect, of course, but only the light- 
minded will care to dwell on the 
ludicrous side of such a degrading 
tug of- war between the President 
of the United States and the lead 
ing Republican Senator, his rival 
for the nomination in 1904. 

Mr. Roosevelt professing the very 
blest motives the while, appoints 
negros to office in the South and 
takesever occasion to rebuke South- 
erners for not liking too intimate 
personal contact with a race whom 
they, in common with Mr. Roose- 
velt, refuse to regard as their 
equals. This policy appeals to the 
pride of the blacks, and the Presi- 
dent has calculated that in ex- 
change for "recognition" the 
negroes will flock to the polls in his 
behalf when the time for electing 
delegates arrives. 

But now comes Senator Hanna 
ith a bill providing for the pen- 
sioning of every ex-slave, a meas 
ure that would take hundreds of 
millions from the Treasury were it 
to become a law. Nobody better 
than Senator Hanna knows that 
there is not the remotest possibili- 
ty of his bill ever becoming a law. 
There is not the least probability 
that it will ever be brought to a 
vote in this or any other Congress. 
But that does not concern Mr. 
Hanna. What he is after is popu- 
larity on the plantations and in the 
back alleys of Southern cities, 
where Mr. Roosevelt of late has 
been having it all his own way. 
Tue poor black man may t><? grate- 
ful to the President for giving a 
collectorship and a postotfice or 
» to colored citizens, but what is 
h "recognition," however flat- 
tering, in comparison with the 
promise df a Hanna pension for 
liimself or one of the family? 

The people of the South have a 
right to be indignant at this truck- 
ling to the negroes by a brace of 
politicians whose ambition appears 
to have put theirj'.ecruples sound 
asleep. No one who has any un- 
derstanding of the condition in the 
Southern States, where there is a 
large African population, can 
frain from actively sympathizing 
with that indignation. Roosevelt 
and Hanna are playing with fire, 
which once started may devastate 
many Southern communities. They 
are selfishly and consciencelessly 
trifling with a very grave matter- 
adding enormously to the difficul- 
ties of an already sufficiently bur- 
densome race problem. Deliber- 
Bly they are filling the heads of 

th hopes of political preferment, 
i-ial equality and material advan- 
tages that can never be realized. 

President Roosevelt and Senator 
Hanna are intelligent men. They 
know perfectly well what must be I 
the effects of their bids for negro | 

political purposes, in stirring up 
the blacks against the whites of the 
South, 

That is a sinister business. Not 
only is it to the last degree discred- 
itable to the President and the Sen- 
dangerous— so dangerous that it 
becomes the duty of patriotic men 
throughout the Union, regardless 
of party, to lift their their voices 
and order a halt. 

The South is a part of our com- 
mon country, and as such as well 
entitled to internal peace as is any 
other part. For outside politicians 
to disturb its quiet and threaten its 
safety in order that they may 
further their personal ends in a na- 
tional convention is simply infa- 



mous. If the Chinese of the Paci- 
fic coast were fifty times as numer 
ous as they are, and had votes, and 
Roosevelt and Hanna, for the sake 
of delegates, should endeavor to 
rouse the yellow men against the 
whites there, that would be a pre- 
cise parallel to what Roosevelt and 
Hanna are doing in the South. 

Every real friend of the negro, 
every enemy of race hatred, every 
foe of sectionalism, and every citi- 
zen who cares for the dignity of 
the Presidential and Senatorial 
offices must deplore the course of 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Hanna. 
Their rivalry as aspirant* for th* 
Presidency has c amen tnc-m nrynnci 
all permissible bounds. While they 
alarm and incense the South, they 
humiliate the United States by de- 
basing our politics to a level that 
puts us to shame before the civil 
ized world. — William Randolph 
Hearst, in New York American.
